REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

The application has been amended as follows: Change claim 43 to depend from claim 26, 
rather than claim 35, which was cancelled in the amendment. Also change claim 44 to depend 
from claim 26, rather than claim 37, which was cancelled in the amendment. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: No prior art discloses 
the claimed invention with an Au-Sn alloy layer or a lead free solder layer which is provided on 
the bonding pad layer, and wherein the contact metal layer is expressly composed of a Cr-Al 
alloy which has a Cr content between 20 and 80 mass %. Any cortmients considered necessary 
by applicant must be submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid 
processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue fee.
